Joseph Hall of Tyler in r,emiscot 
cou nty has been discharged from 
the St. Francis Hospital after u n­ 
dergoing treatment foi polio. 
Admitted to the hospital J u ne 
’4, the f lu id’s c.iso was diagnosed 
as a light rase of polio. 
Local officials of the National 
Fou ndation fu r Infantile Paralv- 
u s said the child did not su ffer any 
crippling effects Irorn the disease 
and was fu lly recovered. 
One child who was strick en last 
year still remains in the polio cen- 
t* r at the hospital, the local fou n­ 
dation chapter reported. An a p­ 
proxim ately 100 others who had 
polio in past years retu rn at in­ 
tervals foi physical the rapy in the

W ith the highly 
controversial 
$7.2 billion tax bill out of the way, 
having been passed by the House 
by a vote of 233-160, after a party- 
line vote of 200-171 rejecting a 
proposal to recommit the bill, the 
House was all set to take up the 
bill amending the Defense P ro ­ 
duction Act of 1950 which auth­ 
orizes the several controls which 
are now in effect. B y the end of 
this month, Congress must 
take 
some positive action if controls are 
to be continued, since the present 
Act expires on Ju n e 30. 
Since, as the date this letter is 
written (Ju n e 23), there is con­ 
siderable doubt that the Senate 
and the House can both complete 
action on the bills which are cur­ 
rently before the two bodies and 
the differences between the two 
bills reconciled in 
less than a 
week’s time, it appears to be likely 
that the present controls w ill be 
extended for a few months pend­ 
ing final disposition of this legis­ 
lation. 
The Senate Banking Committee 
has approved by a vote of 12-1 a 
bill to extend wage, price and rent 
controls for eight months and this 
bill was to be on the Senate floor 
Monday, Ju n e 25. 
The House Banking Committee 
by a vote of 21-5 approved its bill 
calling for a one-vear extension 
of wage, price and rent controls 
and debate on this bill was expect­ 
ed to begin on either Tuesday or 
Wednesday. Due to 
the 
several 
substantial changes which are pro­ 
posed by the House bill, I agree 
with those Members who believe 
that Congress should have more 
time in which to study and consid­ 
er these changes. Actually, the re­ 
port of the committee on the House 
bill, together with the copies of 
the bill itself with all of the pro­ 
posed amendments, was to 
be 
available to the Members on Ju n e 
25. six days before the present Act 
was to expire. However, m any of 
the Democratic leaders 
in Con­ 
gress, following a meeting with 
President Trum an and top M obili­ 
zation officials, have indicated that 
they w ill push for a new controls 
law rather than a tem porary ex­ 
tension of the Defense Production 
Act which expires Ju n e 30. I think 
it is safe to predict that the House 
w ill vote to reject any roll-back 
in prices, even though a m ajority 
seems inclined to favor a continua­ 
tion of controls, which appear to 
be necessary to head off inflation. 
On the theory that the present 
Act w ill be continued 
and that 


Congress w ill at a later date have 


an opportunity to act on a 
new 
controls law , I have this 
week 
mailed out a questionnaire asking 
for an expression of opinion on this 
question. W h ile many readers of 
this column w ill receive a copy of 
this 
questionnaire 
through the 
mail, it is, of course, impossible to 
compile a mailing list which w ill 
include every percon who is in­ 
terested in this subject. Therefore, 
if you do not receive a question­ 
naire, I would be happy to 
mail 
one to any person who w ill w rite 
me requesting a copy. Also, as on 
all other matters, I would be hap­ 
py to hear from anyone desiring 
to express their opinion on this 
important question as to whether 
or not controls should be continu­ 
ed. 


In line with the economy cuts 
which have been made in most all 
of the 
appropriation 
bills, the 
Senate by a vote of 51 to 26 this 
week approved an amendment by 
Senator Douglass (D., 111.) lim it­ 
ing federal employees to 20 days 
of leave annually. W ith the ex­ 
ception of postal employees who 
now have 15 days of 
leave an­ 
nually, federal employees under 
the present law are entitled to 26 
days. Inasmuch as practically all 
government departments are on a 
five-day week, 26 days’ 
annual 
leave amounts to more than a five- 
week vacation. W hile I heartily 
concur in the Douglas amendment 
which 
he estimates would 
save 
$200 million a year, I believe Con­ 
gress would be justified in going 
even further in providing that all 
employees have the same m ini­ 
mum 
leave as is now accorded 
postal employees, 
which in my 
opinion is most liberal. 


Among 
bills affecting veterans, 
the House this week approved and 
sent to the Senate a bill to con­ 
tinue for two years the authority 
of the Veterans Administration to 
make $10,000 housing loans to vet­ 
erans who are unable to obtain 
private financing. W hile a smaller 
down-payment is required, these 
loans are sim ilar to the regular 
F.H .A. loan with respect to se­ 
curity and, of course, are repaid 1 
over a period of years at a no m in al, 
rate of interest. 


A fter signing the hill extending i 
the Selective Service Act and set - J 
ting up the fram ework for a U n i­

Big Dope Peddler Gels 
15 Year Prison Term 
NEW YORK, June 26—(/P)—A 
; convicted wholesaler of narcotics 


j was sentenced today to 
fifteen 
years in prison and fined $11,000. 
It was the heaviest narcotics pen­ 
alty ever imposed in this federal 


district. 
The prisoner, Raymond Rosario, 
50, was described hv federal auth­ 
orities as a member of a ring which 
supplied some 300 addicts in H ar­ 
lem with more than $250,000 worth 
of illegal narcotics since May, 1950. 
Rosario was convicted last Fri­ 
day with 13 others. Six of his co-

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REPORT FROM 
WASHINGTON

With the highly 
controversial 
$7.2 billion tax bill out of the way, 
having been passed by the House 
by a vote of 233-160, after a party- 
line vote of 200-171 rejecting a 
proposal to recommit the bill, the 
House was all set to take up the 
bill amending the Defense Pro­ 
duction Act of 1950 which auth­ 
orizes the several controls which 
are now in effect. By the end of 
this month, Congress must take 
some positive action if controls are 
to be continued, since the present 
Act expires on Ju ne 30. 
Since, as the date this letter is 
written (June 23), there is con­ 
siderable doubt that the Senate 
and the House can both complete 
action on the bills which are cur­ 
rently before the two bodies and 
the differences between the two 
bills reconciled in 
less than a 
week’s time, it appears to be likely 
that the present controls will be 
extended for a few months pend­ 
ing final disposition of this legis­ 
lation. 
The Senate Banking Committee 
has approved by a vote of 12-1 a 
bill to extend wage, price and rent 
controls for eight months and this 
bill was to be on the Senate floor 
Monday, June 25. 
The House Banking Committee 
by a vote of 21-5 approved its bill 
calling for a one-year extension 
of wage, price and rent controls 
and debate on this bill was expect­ 
ed to begin on either Tuesday or 
Wednesday. Due to 
the 
several 
substantial changes which are pro­ 
posed by the House bill, I agree 
with those Members who believe 
that Congress should have more 
time in which to study and consid­ 
er these changes. Actually, the re ­ 
port of the committee on the House 
bill, together with the copies of 
the bill itself with all of the pro­ 
posed amendments, was to 
be 
available to the Members on June 
25, six days before the present Act 
was to expire. However, m any of 
the Democratic leaders in Con­ 
gress, following a meeting with 
President Truman and top Mobili­ 
zation officials, have indicated that 
they will push for a new controls 
law rather than a temporary ex­ 
tension of the Defense Production 
Act which expires June 30. I think 
it is safe to predict that the House 
will vote to reject any roll-back 
in prices, even though a majority 
seems inclined to favor a continua­ 
tion of controls, which appear to 
be necessary to head off inflation. 
On the theory that the present 
Act will be continued 
and that 


Congress will at a later date have 
an opportunity to act on a 
new 
controls law, I have this 
week 
mailed out a questionnaire asking 
for an expression of opinion on this 
question. While many readers of 
this column will receive a copy of 
this 
questionnaire 
through the 
mail, it is, of course, impossible to 
compile a mailing list which will 
include every percon who is in­ 
terested in this subject. Therefore, 
if you do not receive a question­ 
naire, I would be happy to 
mail 
one to any person who will write 
me requesting a copy. Also, as on 
all other matters, I would be hap­ 
py to hear from anyone desiring 
to express their opinion on this 
important question as to w hether 
or not controls should be continu­ 
ed. 


In line with the economy cuts 
which have been made in most all 
of the 
appropriation 
bills, the 
Senate by a vote of 51 to 26 this 
week approved an am endment by 
Senator Douglass (D., 111.) limit­ 
ing federal employees to 20 days 
of leave annually. With the ex­ 
ception of postal employees who 
now have 15 days of 
leave an­ 
nually, federal employees under | 
the present law are entitled to 26 j 
days. Inasmuch as practically all j 
government departm ents are on a j 
five-day week, 26 days’ 
annual 
leave amounts to more than a five- 
week vacation. While I heartily 
concur in the Douglas amendment 
which he estimates would save 
$200 million a year, I believe Con­ 
gress would be justified in going 
even further in providing that all 
employees have the same mini­ 
mum leave as is now accorded 
postal employees, 
which in my 
opinion is most liberal. 


Among bills affecting veterans, 
the House this week approved and 
sent to the Senate a bill to con­ 
tinue for two years the authority 
of the Veterans Administration to 
make $10,000 housing loans to vet­ 
erans who are unable to obtain 
private financing. While a smaller 
down-payment is required, these 
loans are similar to the regular 
F.H.A. loan with respect to se­ 
curity and, of course, are repaid 
over a period of years at a no m in al, 
rate of interest. 


After signing the bill extending;

ting up the framework for a Uni­ 
versal Military Training (UMT) 
Program, the President has an­

WASHINGTON, June 2^—(AP) 
—Secretary of State Acheson said 
today there is every indication 
the Iranian oil situation is “mov- 
j ing rapidly along the road to dis­ 
aster.” 
Acheson expressed that gloomy 
view while testifying before the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee 
in support of the administration’s 
proposed $8,500,000,000 foreign aid 
program. 
Committee members asked him 
about Iran’s dispute with Britain 
over nationalization of the Iran­ 
ian oil industry and the effect on 
oil supplies for the non-Soviet na­ 
tions.
